New Westminster, Oct. 22.— There 
was ngnin a large attendance of the pub- 
lic at the assize court today. This morn- 
ing the indictments against tlio.se fisher- 
men accused of mar jing Japanese dur- 
ing tho strike last .July were handed to 
the grand jury, Mr. Justice Martin ex- 
plaining and defining conspiracy for the 
benefit of the jury. Subsequently true 
bills were returned against the accused 
on all counts. 

His Lordship then delivered sentence 
on the two McGregors convicted of as- 
sault, but in consideration of the jury's 
recommendation to leniency on the 
ground of strong provocation, cadi wa« 
fined f50, and hoth wen' fined #7.1 for 
expenses, said amount having been ar- 
ranged between counsel. 

Most of the day was occupied with the 
ease against Honsen for robbing a man 
at. Port Guichoii in August. The jury 
alter being out an hour and n half, 
brought in a verdict of guilty of theft. 
The prisoner was remanded for sen- 
tence till Thursday.

The bail and bonds were ordered for- 
feited and the case remanded to the next 
assizes. 

This afternoon the fishermen's cases 
commenced.

W. Vowell. superintendent of Li- 
lian affairs, and Ashdown-Grecii, sur- 
veyor for the Indian department, re- 
turned from the' North by the steamer 
Tees, after a six- weeks' trip over the 
country east and north of the Bella 
Coola settlement, at the bead of Burke 
channel. The primary object of their 
journey was tlie setting apart of re- 
serves tor two small bands of Indians 
who subsist by hunting, trapping and 
lishiug in the country tributary to Lake 
Uhlcctcho and Lake Cluskus. 

Their route was by steamer from Vic- 
toria to Bella Coola, where they secured 
pack animals and proceeded up the val- 
ley of the Bella Coola rivei for about 
2a miles; they then struck northward, 
crossing tlie head waters of the Kems- 
quit. or Salmon, river, and on to Uhl- 
cntcho lake, thence crossing the divide 
and following a tributary of the Black- 
water river to Cluskus lake. The re- 
turn journey was made cross-country to 
Anilham lake, and then by the old 
Palmer trail across the Itcha mountains, 
and back to Bella Coola, which they 
reached two days too late to catch the 
! Steamer for Victoria. They decided to 
continue south to Xaniu ""harbor, where, 
after waiting a week, they secured pass- 
age home on the Tees. 

The trip was not uneventful, for the 
travelers' days were diversified by the 
petty annoyances and discomforts at- 
tending a journey through an almost 
trackless wilderness, but few interesting 
features relieving the tedium of the 
trail. Bella Coola. the Norwegian set- 
tlement, shows some signs of progress, 
hut the improvement is not up to the ex- 
pectations of those who were instru- 
mental in establishing the colony. The 
settlers have nearly all built comforta- 
ble log houses ami cleared small plots 
j] I of land, but lo the casual observer they 
.' ( have not made the best of their oppor- 
tunities, and the little* outpost of civili- 
zation does not present as prosperous an 
aspect as might be desired. The valley 
of the Bella Coolo contains a consider- 
able area of good land, it is well tim- 
bered and an excellent cattle country, 
and may eventually support a large 
population. 

Aftei- Leaving the valley the parly pro- 
ceeded by an Indian trail through an In- 
!io."p!tablo region, utterly worthless for 
agricultural or grazing purposes. Terri- 
ble lires must have passed over it many 
years ago, destroying the big timber and 
denuding the rocks of the peaty sod 
which covered them. A second con- 
llavrraiion swept over it ami wiped out 
tin second growth of black pine and 
spruce, and now the whole country is an 
immense brule, desolate nnd forbidding, 
■ iffe ring no inducement to settler or pros- 
pector. Boulders, lava and giravel drift 
overlie the coarse granite bed rock and 
with the charred windfalls offer natural 
cheveillix do frise to the traveler, who 
congratulates himself on the existence 
of the rough Indian trail over which his 
pony goes stumbling and slipping. The 
landscape is broken everywhere by small 
lakes ami open grass swamps, and at 
Cluskus lake its character improves 
somewhat for the belter, for it is on the 
edge of the bunch grass region, and 
would furnish grazing for a limited 
number of cattle. A scanty growth of 
black pine and spruce is springing up 
here and tin re, and Nature has jirovidcd 
her children with means of livelihood, 
for caribou, ptarmigan and other game 
is quite plentiful, and the numerous 
lakes literally teem with fish, (he most 
common being trout and round lish, a 
species of while lish. 

The Stick Lillians, so 
heretofore they have iiv 
wiekiiups, with a frainei 
are the only inhabitants of the country, 
iipari from two or three white traders 
nnd an occasional prospector. They ap- 
pear to lie the rcninuul of a once numer- 
ous tribe, which was decimated by 
smallpox in the early sixties, evidences 
of whose existence are observable at 
several points. The Sticks make a liv- 
ing by hunting, trapping and fishing, 
with occasional jobs of packing over the 
trails. They have had little communi- 
cation with white men and are very 
primitive in their modes of life, hut 
these are improving under the guidance 
of the missionaries and officers of the 
Indian department, and they aire begin- 
ning lo build houses and adopt a few of 
the customs of civilization. There are 
in the two bands about 80 souls, 40 at 
Uhlcatcho lake and -10 at Cluskus lake. 

The reserves having been donned by 
iMr. Ashdown-Grcen, the expedition 
started on tlie return journey, through 
a more hospitalbio region. The country 
about the Itcha mountains is open, with 
good grazing lands, portions of it being 
at an altitude of 5,000 feet. Al Ana- 
ham lake there are a few Indians, who 
aie doing fairly well. They raise cat- 
tle, hunt, trail furs and lish. Analiam 
lake is on (lie old Parker trail, which 
was a main highway in the old Ca-nkoo 
days. It is stony and very rough in 
places, nnd might easily he improved 
or abandoned for a more direct ro-nl, as 
it was originally an Indian trail and 
meanders all over the country in a very 
devious course. One of the sights on 
the trail is the "Precipice." where there 
lias evidently been .11 great disruption, 
the path winding > along the edge of a 
mighty chasm into -winch the shatter- 
ed rock bus slid i» indescribable eon- 
fusion. 

The partv had fine weather most of 
fiio time, fine bright days and frosty 
nights, with occasional Hurries of snow. 
The greatest difficulty was caused by 
the unshod rack horses, which impeded 
pi-crrors to a great extent. 

Tho barrenness of a portion of the 
chp.ur.ry should not be taken as apply- 
ins to the whole district, for it is tin

The steamer Hating will bo hauled out 
mi the Esquimalt murine ways today, 
when it is expected that the repairs to 
the Amur— work on which was to have 
terminated some days ago, according to 
the contract— will lie completed. The 
Amur will lie made ready lor service be- 
tween Victoria ami Skagway as soon as 
she is Moated. When the repairs to the 
Haling are completed, and it is export- 
ed the work will occupy some weeks, 
she will be retired for the winter sea- 
son, when both travel and movement ol 
freight is light on the northern route. 
The repairs to the Hating will involve 
the placing ol' al least twenty, i£ not 
more, new plates in the hull of the 
steamer, and a number of frames have' 
been broken c; - hem., necessitating new 
ones being made. A number of plates 
will also lie°d straightening. As she lies 
at Esquimalt near the ways, the bow 
of the steamer shows the effects of the 
collision. It is badly crumpled near the 
waterline, and below there are more 
marks of contact with the rocks, w«;ch 
will keep the iron workers busy for some 
time, when the underwriters award the 
contract for repairs. 

The steamer Horda is still in the dock, 
and When she cornea out, the cruiser 
Phaeton, which came out to allow of her 
going in, will again enter the dry-dock, 
unless arrangements are made to have 
the steamer Crusader docked for clean- l 
ing and painting. The steamer Nell, s 
which is being repaired on Turpel s 
ways, will be floated today, when the 
steam launch Mist will be hauled out. 
The Mist lias been lying idle for many 
months past. The work of the Senator 
is expected to be completed shortly, and 
she will then sail for Liverpool. 

The German steamer Maria, which 
has been anchored off the wharf for 
some days past, has been chartered^ to 
carry coal between Nanaimo and San 
Francisco. She sailed for the colliery 
early this morning. The ship Comber- 
mere, laden with over 70,000 eases of 
British Columbia salmon for Liverpool, 
will go to sea today in tow of the tug 
iLorne, leaving but one vessel on the 
Fraser receiving cargo, the ship Red 
Rock. The ships Santa ami Ballachu- 
Hsh are both due to load salmon, the 
former firom Honolulu, which port she 
left on October (i. and the latter from 
Santa Rosalia, whence she sailed 59 
days ago. The ship Garsdale will 
come around to the outer wharf from 
Esquimalt, where she is now discharg- 
ing her naval stores, tomorrow afternoon 
nnd she will commence discharging her 
general cargo of over a thousand tons on 
the following morning. Included in the 
cargo of the Garsdale is a Shipment of 
about three hundred tons of steel rails, 
and there is a burg" quantity of cement. 
The ship Battle Abbey, which has 
loaded a lumber cargo at Vancouver, 
passed out yesterday to Port Townsend, 
where she 'will load her stores ^before 
sailing. 1 , . ' 1 

The next loaded ship duo at tins port 
will lie (lie coal ship Greta, now 120 days 
out from Cardiff with coal for the navy. 
•She is chartered to load salmon for her 
return voyage. The ship Deudrneth 
Cntftlc, which sailed from Cardiff in 
days before her, with a coal cargo for 
this port, was delayed by having to put 
into Rio de Janiero with her cargo 
heated. She sailed again on August 2... 
She is not due for a month yet.

THE GARONNE CASIO. 

Cupt. Alwen's License Suspended and 
Chief Engineer's Certificate Re- 
voked. 

Capt. John Ahven, master of the 
steamer Garonne, formerly of the 
steamer Tacoma of the N. P. line, will 
have unpleasant news when , he returns 
from Nome with the Garonne. Capt.

J. D. Graham, gold commissioner for 
the Atlin district, arrived by the Charm- 
er last night from Vancouver, having 
reached that port on the steamer City 
of Seattle, lie says the weather lias been 
very stormy in the North. At Skagwuy 
and along the route of the White Pass 
& Yukon railway much damage has occa 
done by Hoods caused by a continued 
downpour of rain. The two bridges near 
Skagway have both been seriously 
damaged, the stone piers being carried 
away by the floods and the weight of the 
bridges is held only by a couple of piles. 
.Nothing can be run over them, but if 
they do nut buckle the stone piers can 
be built in place beneath them. Much of 
tne l.ne was washed out, and more would 
have been damaged had not the Hood 
changed us course, deflecting to the side 
of the track. A rock slide has also 
caused some damage, carrying away tne 
timbers erected lor snow sheds, in fact 
the o. image along the line will amount 
to about ,>ii),lHjO, but the company were 
soon at work repairing and trains would 
be running very shortly.

The provincial .board of horticulture 
held its statutory meeting in the office 
of the deputy minister on Monday, and 
completed its business yesterday. The 
members present were: J. II. Ander- 
son, deputy minister of agriculture; I{. 
M Palmer, inspector of fruit pests; 
Thomas Cunningham, inspector of fruit, 
and T. G. Earl. 

Messrs. Stout and Ford, of the Do- 
minion Express company, visited the 
board and assured the members that 
the company would meet Ihe wishes of 
the fruit growers of the province in every 
way possible in the matter of shipping 
fruit. The shipping of strawberries was 
discussed at some jfngth nnd Mr. Stout 
promised lo provide a ventilated car at 
the service of British Columbia growers 
next .season, mo as to test the eflloucy of 
that mode of shipment to Manitoba. 

The secretary was requested to impress 
upon the transportation companies the 
necessity of delivering nursery stock 
ami fruit at the quarantine points de- 
signated for purposes of inspect ion. 
These are: Victoria, Vancouver, New 
"Westminster, Golden, Revelstoke, Kam- 
loops. Grand Forks, Revelstoke, Kain- 
and Crnnbrook. 

In consequence of the fact that pea ethos 
imported from the United Stales have 
been found to be infected with a larva 
similar to that of the codlin moth it 
was decided to continue the inspection 
of that fruit. 

Mr. Cuniiimr'hiim (reported that two or- 
chards at Chilli wind; were almost entire- 
ly free from plinn rot, and attributed 
the fact to the altitude, which was 250 
to SOU feet above the neighboring or- 
chards, to Ihe nature of the soil, a line 
red loam, and to the isolated position 
of these orchards. 

Yesterday ttie hoard took up the re- 
porte/1 rem. irks of air. Keary. secre- 
tary of the New Westminster exhibition, 
in which he cast reflections upon the 
members, and a statement in answer 
was directed to be prepared. 

It was decided to prosecute practical 
educational work among the fruit 
growers of the province dnring Ihe win- 
ter, ami to notify those interested of the 
times and places for the holding of meet- 
ings. 

In the afternoon the members held a 
conference with the minister of agricul- 
ture, Mr. J. D. Prentice, at which im- 
portant matters in connection with the 
business of the board were discussed.

Usually one is selected 
from an estate or residence — Lord Row- 
ton, for instance, took his from his es- 
tate at Rowton Castle in Shropshire — or 
from some connection with a certain lo- 
cality. The "Maker of Modern Egypt," 
Lord Cromer, assumed that title from 
his birth-place, Cromer Hall, Norfolk. 
In Ihe same way. Lord James of Here- 
ford is so known to us now by reason 
of his being a native of thai city. More 
romantic examples exist by the score. 
When Professor Sir "William Thomson 
was given a pcerago, he went for his 
title to that stream which falls into the 
Clyde at Patrick -the Kelvin. And none 
could have been more appropriate for so 
distinguished a professor of Glasgow 
university. It links him Willi the city 
where he -was educated, and where he 
has done so much for the advancement 
of science. Sometimes, however, a local 
title is selected for a special reason of a 
peculiar character — to indicate a connec- 
tion having no existence in fact. This 
has notoriously often been done in the 
Irish peerage, some of the members of 
which bear titles derived from obscure 
Irish villages having identically the same 
names as well-known towns in England 
nnd Scotland. Among the imperial ti- 
tles created within recent times, there 
are several of an even more misleading 
nature. They were probably chosen for 
their holders by pedigree manufacturer

SOMi; COMPARISONS. 

If we take that part of British Co 
lumbiu, which lies between the Interna 
tioual Boundary on the South, and the 
main line of the Canadian Pacific on the 
North, and between the Fraser fiver on 
tthe West nud Kootenay Lake and it 
raortheru. tributary streams on the East, 
•wo have an area of about 27,000 squar 
miles. In thl.s area the sreatest amount 
• of railway construction within the prov 
ince has been done, and it is by far the 
best, opened portion of the Main 
land. It is also the area with- 
in which there has been th 
greatest piogress during the lust di 
cade. We propose to compare this are; 
in point of railway facilities with New 
Brunswick, that provide having almost 
the same area, namely, 2T,(K)0 square 
miles, in round numbers. Tho puhli 
have been told that British Columbia i 
already well provided with railwu; 
Tfacilities, nud it is not unreasonable t< 
test this proposition by comparing this, 
the part of our province where there are 
the most miles of railway to the area, 
with the whole province of New Bruns- 
wick. Here is the comparison iii a nut- 
shell: 

New Brunswick, 27,000 square miles 
railways constructed, 1,385 miles; rail 
ways under construction, 193 miles; to 
tal, 1578 miles. _ 

British Columbia, selected 27,000 
square miles; railways constructed, 751 
miles; under const ruction, about 30 mile; 

,Now take this comparison: 

New Brunswick, area, 27,000 squar 
miles; railways constructed ami und< 
construction, 1,578 miles. 

British Columbia, area, 400,000 square 
miles; railways constructed and und 
construction, less than 1,150 miles. 

Or take this comparison; 

Nova Scotia is one- fourth larger in 
•area than Vancouver Island. It. contains 
1,081 miles of completed line, and there 
are over 200 miles in course of coustruc- 
I inn. 

Vancouver Island, with tour-fifths the 
area of Nova Scotia and resources fully 
as great, has 11.1 miles of railway con- 
structed and probably 10 under con- 
struction. 

Or perhaps this will serve to empha- 
size the facts of the case; 

That portion of British Columbia, 
which lies between the main line of the 
Canadian Pacific railway and tho Inter- 
national Boundary, is about identical in 
area with Novn-lScotia and New Bruns- 
wick combined. 

In that portion of ithis province are all 
our railway lines, except those on Van- 
couver Island, and their aggregate length 
is a little under 1,000 miles, and about 
130 miles arc under construction. 

In Nova Scotia and New Brunswick 
combined there are 2,-llti miles of rail- 
way constructed and there are under 
construction about 3o0 miles. 

it is to be remembered that the two 
named Maritime, provinces are, the one 
almost wholly surrounded by water, ami 
the other with arms of the ocean on two 
of its shores. During the first seventy 
years of their history good highways 
were built in nil directions through those 
provinces, which, had attained a popula- 
tion of. nearly 000,000, and enjoyed a 
high degree of prosperity. Yet these peo- 
ple, with the sea for a highway around 
their coasts, und line navigable rivers, 
with wagon roads in all directions, have 



felt it necessary to provide for 2,700 
miles or railway in order to be able to 
keep themselves from retrograding and 
to make any considerable progress. May 
we not then claim with the greatest 
force that, if I he vast resources of this 
province are to be opened up, if settlers 
uro to lie induced to come into it to re- 
main and make themselves permanent 
homes, we must have railways? 

Reference has been made in a contem- 
porary to the state of Washington, as 
not hnving equal railway facilities with 
British Columbia. That state i.s some- 
what larger than the two Maritime 
Provinces above named, and it has about 
the same proportion of railway mileage. 
The conditions of that state are very 
similar to those of this province. It is 
smaller than that part of the Mainland 
if this province lying south of a line 
Irawu Bast to the Rocky Mountains 
'rom a point on (he const opposite tho 
lorthern end of Vancouver Island. It 
contains over 2,800 miles of railway, 
while that portion of this province con- 
tains less than 1,000 miles. 

We shall leave the above figures 
speak for themselves this morning. Th 
are more eloquent than any argument 
could be. 



forward to n time uot very far iu the 
future when the Bsquimait & iNauaituo 
railway will carry heavy traffic to north- 
ern points. We have spoken of the 
metalliferous mines of this Island as 
certain to add to the prosperity of our 
city. There was a time when to say 
this was to invite, if not ridicule, at 
least a smile at one's qrednjity, but every 
one takes the matter seriously enough 
now, for there has been undeniable de- 
monstration of the solidity of this claim. 
Wo shall not speak ftf the other buses 
for our anticipations. They are famil- 
iar to Colonist readers. Tho chief thing 
to bear iu mind just now is that the cur- 
rent is setting in the right direction.

Sublime Porte and the oilier European 
governments. They do not convey any 
definite impressions ami are very clearly 
tile guesses of correspondents who feel 
that they must say something upon a 
subject about which the readers of news- 
papers are all thinking more or less. Al- 
though the telegrams which reach this 
city are brief, they convey fully as much 
in format ion as those sent to the metro- 
politan dailies. The question forming 
the caption of this article might be ask- 
ed in any capital in the world of the 
bos; informed individual, and he would 
be as unable to give u definite answer 
as the first person you may meet upon 
the street this morning. Turkey is a 
puzzle of the greatest magnitude. The 
Eastern Question is a conundrum for 
which no one has discovered an answer. 

In no part of the world is there greater 
diversity of population or more bitter 
racial feeling than in the dominions over 
which the Sultan of Turkey is supreme. 
This of itself presents very serious ob- 
stacles to the carrying out of any policy 
upon which the powers might be able 
to agree. But there is little prospect of 
any agreement as to the future of the 
Sultan's government. Understandings 
may be reached upon superficial ques- 
tions, but there is small probability of 
Anything more. The despatches say 
that Russia and Prance have agreed us 
to a line of joint action, but even this is 
open to doubt. France is th" only Euro- 
pean power having an open question 
witli Turkey at the preseut time. The 
United States has another. These two 
governments are not likely to act in con- 
cert. 

There was a time when the Sultan 
could be forced by the pressure of the 
Powers to do what they wished, but it 
is by no means sure that he could be 
now. 'fin. war in South Africa has 
taught a number of thing.-. It has 
shown that the task of reaching Con- 
stantinople with a land force from the 
north would be well nigh impossible. 
It will be remembered how a numeri- 
c-ally inferior force of Turks held back 
the Russians at Plevna for so long a 
time. We know now that a moderate 
ninny, well supplied from the rear, could 
hold a point like Plevna for an indefin- 
ite period against nny number of men 
that could be brought against it. The 
more the attacking force numbered, the 
greater would he the slaughter. Turkey 
has plenty of good soldiers. Indeed, the 
Turks are splendid fighting men. They 
have modern arms. Russia will think 
twice before she undertakes to march an 
army to Constantinople. Is the Turk- 
ish capital safe from a sea attack? This 
question cannot bo answered with cer- 
tainty, but before asking il. another has 
to be considered, namely. What na- 
tion would make the attack? The pos- 
session of the Clolden Horn is loo impor- 
tant a thing for the Powers to be will- 
ing to have any one of their number seize 
it. So when il is proposed to discipline 
Turkey from the sen, the problem be- 
comes so greatly involved as to defy so- 
lution. We suppose that the result of 
the agitation iu diplomatic circles over 
the affairs of the Sublime Porte will be 
exactly like that of previous agitations, 
a temporary patching up or open ques- 
tions, il ml. for tile future, simply trust- 
ing to luck. 



The Nelson Tribune is so utterly ir- 
responsible that we are surprised nt the 
Times of this city quoting from it for 
nny other purpose except to refute its 
slanders. Yesterday our evening con- 
temporary reproduced from the Nelson 
paper a select piece of Billingsgate with- 
out any other comment than to place over 
it tho words: "His Latest Position.!' 
The word "his" must refer to Mr, 
Dunsmuir, and what the Tribune says 
of Mr. Dunsmuir is that, "according to 
him they (that is. Messrs. Kbeits. Pren 
tice and Wells) stand charged with du- 
plicity am! treachery." The Times 
knows that to attribute such a position 
to Mr. Dunsmuir is -a gross Injustice 
both to him and to the oilier gentlemen 
named. Unfortunately, in discussing 
political affairs, the Times seems to care 
very little whether it does any one nn in- 
justice or not. The Times knows per- 
fectly well that Mr. Dunsmuir does not 
so regard his colleagues. It also knows 
perfectly well that the statement of the 
Tribune that his colleagues are "inca- 
pable of successfully managing their sev- 
eral departments," is absolutely untrue, 
and that the departmental business of 
the provini e is being carried on in a high- 
ly satisfactory manner, That differences 
of opinion will exist on political subjects 
is only natural, but it ought to he pos- 
sible to disagree ami express the dis- 
agreement without employing language 
that is offensive, and without resorting 
to untruthful statements.

Xo one will claim that Victoria is en- 
joying a boom, and the amount id' build- 
ing in progress is not strikingly large, 
but. the number of vacant houses in this 
city is very small, and so is the num- 
ber of vacant business places. This is 
a gooil sign. There is considerable 
building going on, mostly of residences. 
Mercantile business is good and the 
year records very few failures. 'New 
people are coming to the city steadily, 
not, in shoals, but in fair numbers, and 
a considerable proportion of them are 
persons who have been attracted here 
by the advantages of the city as a resi- 
lient ial point. Progress is not rapid, but 
it is certain. 

Wo have much confidence in the future 
of the city. It is hardly necessary for 
the Colonist to repent the grounds upon 
which it basis its belief in the future 
of Victoria, for we have stated them 
over and over again. It may be well to 
remind our friends how some of them 
are being realized. Its residential advan- 
tages and what they are bringing have 
just been mentioned. We have contend- 
ed that in due time this city would be n 
terminal railway point, to which the cars 
of all the northern transcontinental lines 
would surely come. A beginning -was 
made last full by the Canadian Pacific 
by means of the E. & X. railway, and 
now we have seen that' railway ferry 
connection is going to be established 
with the Great Northern. These' begin- 
nings are necessarily small, but they 
are beginnings, and the time will come 
when great results will flow from them. 
AVe believe the day i.s not far distant 
when an enormous volume of trade will 
be .brought to this Island from the Main- 
land by car ferries, and we also look 



Sir,— In your druuiHtlc column In Sun 
day's Issue you say: "There lias been 
much complaint lately over the advance In 
prices mane whenever a special attraction 
Is presented at the Victoria theatre. The 
prices huve iigalu and uguln been advanced 
10 ?1.5(i without excuse," and mentioning 
particularly "Sporting Dire" ami "V u u 
Vouson." There huve been anouvmoua 
communications to the press at different 
times dealing with the same subject, to 
which ! have paid no ateutlou, for 1 am 
kept too busy attending to my own busi- 
ness to ilml time to explain to every querui- 
oils correspondent the details which It has 
taken me n-n years to learn, even though 
it be imperfectly. I inn tempted, ho 
to reply to the strictures In your dramatic 
column on Sunday, and with this all discus 
slou on the subject will cease as far as 1 
Hiii concerned. 

Ill the first place, out of 11 attractions 
played since the opening of the season by 
Henry .Miller, there has only been out 
with the exception of "Sporting Life,' 
which played In the .Sound cities for SI, for 
which Sl.,-,0 has In. en charged here, ami 
that one was "In old Kentucky." so that 
the statement that "prices have again and 
Hgnln been ad va il ceil to fl.BO without 
case" Is Incorrect. This suggests the wis- 
dom of ii newspaper being sure of Its data 
before leaking statements calculated to lie 
injurious. In the ease of "Sporting Life," 
that attraction played all the cities en 
route west, from Winnipeg to Tncoma, at 
$1.50. then played Victoria and Vancouver 
at $1.50, and then went to Seattle, where 
arrangements had also been made to play 
at Sl.CO. Hut, before it got there, the man- 
ager or the Grand Opera House in that city 
learned from the press In Tacomil, hen'., 
and in Vancouver, that It was not what 
It had been represented to be, and cut the 
prices down to $1. When I went with It 
to Vancouver after seeing It here. I told 
everyone who asked me that the show was 
bad. thai It hud been booked with me 
through lis being misrepresented as u Jacob 
Ditt attraction, and that It was not worth 
?1.5o of even $1: and, as a consequence, 
their business was very poor and they sus- 
tained a heavy loss, and deserved It; and 
so did I, and I was glad of it. for I don't 
like to see a big bouse for an attraction 
that Is not deserving or It. In the case of 
"In Old Kentucky," they have always 
claimed Unit their expenses were so heavy 
that they couldn't afford to come to mi- 
two towns and play for less than 91.50; 
and as I have not the fixing of prices, I 
either had to allow them to do bo or go 
without the at tract Ion. 

People don't have to pay these prices un- 
less they want to, and the fact that a 
large number did pay them In each town, 
would go to prove that they thought the 
show was worth It, for It played to big 
houses. As I said, r could not get the at- 
traction unless I allowed them to charge 
$1.5C, and I do not consider that I, as con- 
trolling tin. only first class houses In Vic- 
toria and Vancouver, had any right to de- 
prive the many who wished to see It, and 
who wen. willing to pay $1.(50 for the op- 
portunity of doing so. Just because some 
others thought the price too high. 

Regarding "Von Yoncon," which rou 
rightly Bay played the 'mini Avenue The- 
atre In Seattle at 50 cents. I would gay that 
all attractions play that house for>' a full 
week. In playing a week of one night 
stands, an attraction has n dully expense 
of from $150 up for transportation, hauling 
baggage and scenery, posters, lithographs, 
etc., for billing en,eh town: duty on same, 
larger hotel bills, and many other Incident- 
al expense* that It does not have each dnv 
when It plays any big town: and as if. 
therefore, saves from $500 to $1,000 or more 
on that week's expenses, It can well afford 
to play for 5o cents— -especially as the 
Third Avenue Theatre In Seattle plays to 
full houses nil the time. Victoria and Van- 
couver being so much smaller, cannot plav 
such an attract Inn more than one night, 
and It Is Impossible to get enough money In 
the houses at 50 cents to make It worth 
their while to come. Consequently, they 
Insist upon playing one night stands at 
SI; nnil r repeat again r hnve no right to 
deprive such as may be willing to pay that 
price of an opportunity of seeing It. All 
of the other 14 attractions, notwithstand- 
ing the extra expense of making fhene 
towns, were plnyeil nt the 'same prices as 
are charged by them In every oilier cltr. 
As regards the one or two exceptions men- 
tioned, I would further answer your query 
of "why this difference?" hv asking voit 
to state why It Is that the Colonist rub-

Spencers, 
ungs or West side, etc., a eirlnad of fur- 
ure, planus or dry goods could be (le- 
ered at their doom In undisturbed bulk 
from the eastern factories lo Ihc western 
lerooms. In Ottawa, I'ortland and other 
places freight cars of all railways traverse 
the streets on the electric railways between 

II p. in. and (i a. in., hauled by their elec- 
tric motors to their mutual advantage. By 
arrangement during the day time, certain 
cars can be run in connection with the 
trains for tin. convenience of passengers. 
Surely these nd vantages to Victoria are 
worth every possible effort to secure. When 
I called Mr. Hodwell's attention to this 
matter at the time he desired that It might 
not be placed before the public, as It would 
lend to confuse the minds of the ratepay- 
ers and might Imperil the by-law. Hut 
now that there appears a prospect of ac- 
tive work, some endeavor should be made 
to secure advantages that once pointed out 
must be apparent to every business man. 
Any agreement entered into by two or more 
parties can be varied by the consent of all 
the parties concerned. Neither the com- 
pany nor the ratepayers can rent) any ad- 
vantage by the mere laving down of rails 
for through transit on resldental streets, 
but both tin. company and tip. ratepayers 
would be Immeasurably 'benefited bv the 
fostering of trade and facilitating Its dls- 
t rlliut Ion.

A PERILOUS VOYAGE. 

Frenchman Crosses tho Channel by Bal- 
loon. 

From London Dally Mail, Sept. 21. 

M. Georges La t ruffe, a well-known 
French aeronaut, has celebrated his moth 
ascent by accomplishing the rare feat of 
crossing from trance to England in u 
balloon. 

He ascended In the balloon "La Putrle" 
at Dunkirk at 1:45 on Sunday afternoon, 
and safely landed In a Held at Southminster 
Essex, at S o'clock the same evening. He 
hud a singularly eventful and perilous pas- 
sage, which be picturesquely described 
yesterday. 

"I made the ascent," said M. Latruffe, 
"nt the conclusion of the festivities In 
honor of the Czar, Intending to reach Dover 
about 5 o'clock. The weather was ex- 
tremely favorable, and u brisk breeze blew 
lu the right direction. 1 had a beautiful 
send-off. The sailors on the war vessels 
lying at anchor shouted "Hon .voyage," 
and kissed their bunds to me, and the bands 
played the "Marseillaise." As I soured 
Higher and higher the music gradually 
faded away until I was In absolute goll- 
tude. Then I leaned back In the ear und 
smoked n cigarette. 

"For some miles I kept In a straight line 
for Dover. Suddenly the wind veered 
round and I was carried further north, and 
I soon knew that I should not reach my 
objective. I passed near Margate Just as 
It was getting dusk, and I bad hopes of 
being able to laud somewhere there, but 
the wind took me out to sea, and for a 
long time the course was zig-zag. 

"At one time the balloon descended so 
near the water that I was able to speak 
a passing steamer, but apparently no one 
on board could speak French, and so I 
could uot get any reply. Later, I got with- 
in speaking distance of another vessel. By 
this time It was quite dark. 'Where am 17' 
I shouted. Just then my balloon suddenly 
ascended, and the only words 1 could hear 
In reply to my guestlons were "Veils etes 
trols " "You are three ",i the re- 
mainder of the words being unite lost In 
space.

GRANT FAMILY 



Vancouver Clergyman to Pre- 
side at a Noted Gathering in 
"Connecticut. 



Vancouver, Oct. 22.— The Grant fam- 
ily, of the Paeilic Coast, will he inter- 
ested to know that Dr. Itolund I). Grant, 
pastor of the Baptist church, Vancou- 
ver, left this week to preside at. the re- 
union of the Crant family at the oi.J 
tfrant homestead, in Windsor, Com:, 
on October 20 anil 27. 

U. S. Grant sen of the late President 
Cranr, is president of the association; 
Dr. Grant, as vice-president, will pre- 
side in iris absence. It is expected tli.it 
there jvil' be 5IX) Grants in line at the 
reunion. Through the kindness of Dr. 
Grant, your correspondent was allow al 
to look through Dr. Grant's wonderful 
collection of autograph letters from 111 
generations of Grunts, besides in.my 
priceless letters from numerous presi- 
dents and notable men of the United 
States. From the perusal of these let- 
ters it may be readily seen that 111.' 
lira nts did their share in the early days 
oi the struggle for national existanee. 
Dr. Grant explains that the founder of 
the American House of Grants was 
Matthew, who, with his wile l'riscilla 
landed at Boston on May 30, 1(130, on th<> 
good ship Mary and John. On October, 
Ki3ti, to use his own words, he emigrat- 
ed II days into the wilderness, taking 
that length of time in those slow-going 
days to travel 125 miles to the present 
site of Windsor. Conn., a town 
himself and his companions founded, 
lie was a man of education and re- 
finement, and was known as Honest 
Matthew Gram. In 1031) the Kov. Tims. 
Hooker preached a sermon in Hartford, 
a town close by Windsor. The title of 
the sermon was, "The Right of the Peo- 
ple to Choose Their Own Rulers and 
Then Set Bounds on Their Acts." That 
sermon stirred the people and lead to 
the culling of a convention at Hartford 
to form a government for Connecticut, 
involving this primal republican idea. 
■Matthew Grant whs chosen to represent 
Windsor. Dr. Grant claims that this 
Connecticut principle was the rock on 
which the United States was built 'in 1 
prominent among these fathers of the 
country was Matthew Grant, the first 
of the American chin of Grant. He was 
horn October 27, 1(101. and died Decem- 
iher 1(5, 1G81, having taken part, in th" 
King I'hilip war. 

Matthew's son.s were Samuel, Tehan 
and John. Samuel had live sons. They 
were Samuel, John, Matthew, .Tosiah and 
Benjamin. Tehan had one son. Teban. 
and John had one son, .Tosiah. This 
second Samuel hud five sons. 'Samuel. 
Noah. Ephriam, David and lObenezar. 
The second John had one son. John. The 
second Matthew had one son, William. 
Josinh had two s.,„s. Olive,- and Noah. 
Benjamin hail two sons, Nnthanial and 
Benjamin. Tehan had one son. Thomas. 
Mild Josinh had four sons. Josiah, In- 
crease. Ebenozar and Elijah. And from 
threw 10 grandsons or the first Matthew 
have sprung most of the Grant family 
of America. 

Among the documents in Dr. Grant's 
possession are many hills receipted by 
("apt. Noah Grant, great-grandfather of 
the famous Gen. Grant of tic civil war. 
These bills are for construction work in 
building Fort Henry George, and for 
military supplies during the Revolution. 
There " were numerous letters from 
Grants, officers who fought in the 
French, Dutch and Indian wars. On one 
muster roll in Dr. Grant's possession, 
of a regiment raised for coast defence in 
Connecticut, there are the names of 41 
Grants. Samuel, the eldest son of the 
first Matthew, built the Grant home- 
stead, where the family reunion takes 
place, and this homestead has been in 
the family ever since.

Chinese Feed 

The Dead 



Periodical Ceremony Carried Or 
at Ross Bay Cemetery 
on Sunday. 



Many Express Loads of Porkeis 
Offered to Those Who 
Cannot Eat. 



The ceremony of "feeding the deaiT," 
■was held at Ross bay cemetery by the 
Chinese on Sunday. Every three months 
the dead are fed, or to be more accurate, 
have food carried to where they he be- 
neath their grassy plats in Ross bay 
until such time as their hones bleach 
and are gathered up for shipment hack 
to China. According to the Chinese 
belief the dead must be fed, although 
four meals a year are accounted sutli- 
cient. To this end an altar with its 
picturcsu.ua chimneys on either side of 
its table-like cement platform, has long 
j since been built in a corner of the ceme- 
tery given over to the Chinese. In the 
old days this ceremony of feeding the 
dead attracted canoe after canoe from 
Discovery island's rnncherics, and from 
near and far, for the Siwash had be- 
come acquainted with fhe strange ways 
of the heathen Chinee in bringing large 
porkers, each done to a turn and looking 
appetizing to the Siwash palate, toThe 
cemetery and leaving them on the altar 
for the dead. Thinking that the living 
Siwash had better appetites than the 
dead Chinese, the natives had borne 
away the pigs, ducks, etc., and the dead 
Chinee had been left to starve in their 
graves. Now the Chinese are allowing 
tho good things to remain on the altar, 
but sufficient time to let the dead know 
they are there, and then bear them off 
to Chinatown again, and the living feast 
on the foods that have been offered to 
the dead. 

Sunday was the day set for this 
periodical ceremony, and early Sunday 
morning processions of hacks and ex- 
press wagons started for the cemetery, 
the hacks carrying the celebrants of the 
ceremonial, and the express wagons 
laden with the well-browned pigs, tho 
ducklings, fried chickens, and other 
viands, not excepting the wicker-bound 
bottles of Chinese gin. Arrived at the 
cemetery the Chinese spread perforated 
papers about to keep the evil spirits 
busy— these spirits are supposed to play 
tag with each other through all the 
holes of the paper — and fires were lighted 
in the gaps of the chimneys, then red, 
blue and gold papers were tossed into 
the fire in bundles, each paper being 
representative of money that was being 
burned that it might reach the dead 
friends and relations. Then joss-sticks 
were set. up about the headstones, and 
on the grassy mounds where the dead re- 
posed, more fires were lighted, cigarettes 
spread about the grass, apples and cakes 
strewn about, the earth moistened wi'h 
libations of gin. ami the altar's square 
platform spread like a banquet table 
with the pig in the centre, and the ether 
viands and bottles around about. It wnT? 
a feast for the gods— for all kinds of 
gods, bad, good and otherwise, and for 
those the gods guarded. 

One by one the Chinese kow-towed 
lo the well laden altar, and more punks 
were burned, gin and eatables strewn 
ibout. and then the dead having hud 
unple opportunity to eat, the eatables 
were packed up again and carried over 
tlie waiting expresses. Then the party 
hurried back fo Chinatown, where, hav- 
ing offered a feat to the dead, the living 
finished uu the day banque'tting ami 
merry-making. Incongruous, 
loubt, but such is the Chinese way. 
First they carry out the ceremonial of 
ding tlie mourned dead, and then cele- 
brate over the festive board laden with 
the same food a short time before of- 
fered to the dead. 

All morning on Sunday processions of 
hacks went to the ceremony and until 
late in the afternoon they were goint 
and coming, and

Car Wreckers.— Several attempts have 
been made lately to wreck the Beacon 
Hill car on Niagara street, at the cor- 
ner of Carr street. Twice an immense 
boulder, weighing at least 70 pounds, 
has boon placed on the track after dark, 
and on one occasion a few evenings ago 
the car struck the rock and the fender 
and front portion of tlie car were damag- 
ed. The attempt was repeated hist 
evening. Each time tlie same car, oper- 
ated 'by the same crew, has been ob- 
structed by the boulder, which leads to 
the conclusion that those placing it on 
the track have done so with the view of 
injuring the driver or conductor, It 
may be the work of boys, but it seems 
hardly likely that they would place such 
a large obstruction on the track. Th 
matter has been reported to the police. 



The autumn Criminal assizes opened 
yesterday forenoon at the Court house, 
Mr. Justice Drake presiding. The con- 
tracted space outside tlie bar and. tU3 
gallery were crowded witli Crown wit- 
nesses, Petty jurymen and spectators, 
the latter attracted by tlie curiosity 
which ever attends a murder trial. The 
cases on the docket were those of Harold 
Gill, the young soldier who is accused 
of shooting G. T. Clinuick, at Work 
Point barracks on Sunday, October liS, 
and Ernest Stevens, tho boy charged 
with shooting Isaac Hasenfratz, with 
intent to kill, on October 3, at VicWia 
West. 

Tlie long standing charge of criminal 
libel against Walter C. Nichol, of the 
Province, Vancouver, was also to the 
lore. A true lull was found against the 
defendant in June, 18DS, and the «.ise 
has been tried before two juries, neither 
ot which could agree upon a verdict. 
Yesterday the deiendaiit was present, 
with his counsel, E. 1'. Davis, K. C, 
and Mr. Langley, while F. W. Peters, 
K. C, appeared for the prosecution ill 
tlie absence of R. L. Cussidy, K. C, who 
had charge of the case tor the com- 
plainants, Hon. Messrs. J. 11. Turner 
and C. E. Pooley. Tlie alleged libel 
was contained in an article in cue Pro- 
vince which Insinuated that 'Messrs. Tur- 
ner and Pooley had used their oftieiul 
position as ministers of tlie Crown to 
promote speculation in British Colum- 
bia mines in which they were pecuniarily 
interested. The hearing of the case was 
adjourned to Tuursday, 2-ltli inst. 

Tho following Grand jurors were 
sworn: It. T. Williams (foreman), Rich- 
ard iBray, J. F. Fell, Harold Fleming, 
Joshua Kingliam, Albert Onions, S. M. 
Okell, J. 15. ll. Kickaby.-F. 1'. Watson, 
W.'H. Wilkinson, J. E. Wilson, S. Elford 
and Moritz Guttmau. The jury having 
chosen a foreman, His Lordship address- 
ed them briefly, pointing out the very 
grave nature of the charges with winch 
they would have to deal, fie then defined 
the crime of murder, a case of which 
would be presented to them— that of 
Harold Gill for the shooting of G. F. 
Clinuick— in which the accused, a soldier, 
shot a comrade, but really intending, it 
appeared, to shoot another man. This 
constituted murder, tor the law held 
that where one intended tin.' murder of 
another and killed a third person while 
seeking to commit the crime, he was 
guilty of murder. Nothing in the evi- 
dence which would be brought before 
them disclosed any motive for Gill's 
crime. 

Tlie other case was a charge against a 
boy for wounding with intent to kill one 
Isi.ac Hasenfratz. There were five 
counts in the indictment, on one or all 
of which they could find a true bill. In 
this case, like the more serious one of 
(Jill, no motive for the commission of 
the offence had been discovered by thu 
evidence before the committing magis- 
trate. 

His Lordship then explained to the 
Grand jury the mode of procedure, which 
they should follow in (hailing witli the 
bills presented to them, and dismissed 
them to their duties. 

Tlie Grand jury retired to consider 
the bills, and after an absence of an 
hour anil a half returned into court and 
presented the following: 

The King vs. Harold Gi'.l, murder; a 
true bill. 

The King vs. Ernest Stevens, a true 
bill on count No. u of the indictment, 
which charges accused with shooting 
with intent to do grievous bodily harm. 

A. ,L. Bel.vea. K. C, who with Mr. 
Ernest Powell, appeared for the defence 
in both cases, asked that Gill's trial be 
fixed for Monday next at 11 o'clock a. 
m., and that of Stevens for Tuesday at 
the same hour. 

Hon. D. M. iEberts, K. C, attorney- 
general, who represented tlie Crown, 
said lie had no objection fo the learned 
counsel's request as the cases were ot 
such a serious nature, lie suggested, 
for the convenience of all concerned, that 
the witnesses and petty jurors should lie 
relieved from attendance, the former till 
Monday, the 28th inst., and the latter till 
Thursday next, (24th inst.) when the 
Nichol libel case is likely to be tried. 

His Lordship accordingly granted the 
adjournment. 

His Lordship then thanked the Grand 
jurors for the promptitude which they 
had shown, and relieved them from fur- 
ther attendance unless called upon; fur- 
ther informing them that they were at 
liberty to present to the court at any 
time "during the sitting of the assizes, 
any report on matters of public interest 
which they might desire. 

The court then adjourned fill Thurs- 
day, 24th instant, at 11 o'clock a. in.

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Exploration 

of the Air 



Recent Experiments In -the 
Science of Navigation Above 
the Earth 



Abridged From Article By Prince 
Kropotkln in Nineteenth 
Century. 



The exploration of the higher layers 
of the atmosphere by the aid of lush- 
level observatories, kites, and balloons 
continues to engross the attention of me- 
teorologists. This is not a mere fash: 
ion— science has its fashions— but an ur- 
gent need. To gain knowledge ol! what 
is going on in the air, miles above the 
earth's surface, has become a matter 
of necessity. Those who issue the weath- 
er forecasts see that they can make no 
further progress mo long as they do not 
extend their observations higher up in 
the air envelope of our globe; and those 
who work upon the theory of the genera) 
circulation of the atmosphere come to 
the same conclusion. Our instruments 
carefully record the displacements of 
cold and warm air close to the earth's 
surface; but it i« only at much greater 
heights that we find the mighty air-cur- 
rents blowing undisturbed round the 
earth, and discover the origin of the 
great 'heat waves' and waves of cold 
weather. Thereto wo must go to study 
them. Glaisber had Hilly understood 
this necessity when lie undertook bis 
venturesome balloon ascents; but while 
interest in such explorations died away 
in Britaiu, it was born with a new vig- 
our in the United States, in France, in 
Germany, in Austria, in Iiussia, and the 
' work is now carried on with a remark- 
able zeal. 

The idea was, first, to build meteoro- 
logical observatories on the tops of iso- 
lated pealra. The Sonnblick observatory 
which won n world reputation for 
its work, tile Ben Nevis in Scotland, 
Jansen's .Mont Blanc observatory, Ab- 
bas-tuman in the Caucasus, Arequipa in 
Peru, Mini so on, were the fruit of that 
ellort — the highest observatory in tin 
world having been planted by the Amer- 
icans on the El Misti peak, at an ni 
titude of 1!),200 feet. 

These institutions have already ren- 
dered gooil service? to science. However 
they necessarily remain but few 
in number; they do not reach the 
uppermost levels of the atmosphere, 
and moreover the air-currents which 
are observed on more or less iso- 
lated peaks still remain complicated 
by the proximity of the plains and the 
mountains'. Consequently, the United 
States meteorologists, keeping in view 
their practical aim— the prediction of 
weather— came to the conclusion that a 
survey of* the temperatures, pressures, 
and air-currents which prevail at a 
height of, let us say, one mile above the 
(surface of the soil, ought to be made 
regularly every day over the whole of 
the American continent. Seventeen 
spots were selected for that purpose, and 
the idea of Willis Moore — the promoter 
of the scheme — was thSt every morning 
kites provided with self-registering in- 
struments would be flown at each of 
these spots, .so as to bring down regu- 
lar reports of temperature, pressure, and 
so on from the one-mile level above the 
soil. 

The problem was evidently by no 
means an easy one. A small kite would 
not lift the instrument box when the 
wind was not strong enough, while n 
big kite was liable to break off its moor- 
ings when it met a stronger wind at a 
higher level, and thus to be lost for ever. 
1'inaHy, the American meteorologists 
settled upon the Hargrave type of kite, 
which has the shape of' a quadrangular 
box of which tile lid and the bottom have 
been removed, or rather of a tandem 
composed of two such boxes. Thousands 
of such kities of miniature dimensions 
are now flown by old and young at ah 
watering, places. The met'eorologival 
kite is of course much bigger than the 
toy. It has eighty to ninety square feet 
of lifting surface (slightly concave) and 
it is held by u steel pin no wire. A 
spring bridle, a machine for winding up 
miles of wire when the kite is brought 
down, and n meteorograph — that is, »n 
instrument weighing n trifle over two 
pounds, lint containing self-registering 
instruments for taking note of tempera- 
ture, pressure, moisture mid force ol' 
the wind— complete the equipment. The 
length of the wire which is paid out and 
the angle of its inclination give the ex- 
act height readied by the kite. 

The kite became in this way a power- 
ful to meteorology. Gradually per- 
fected, it extended its excursions higher 
and higher in the air, and while the first 
kites hardly reached an altitude of 2,070 
feet, they now rise beyond 12.000 feet, 
ami thus penetrate into regions of which 
the normal temperature is near Fahren- 
heit zero. Altogether, tin; kite offers 
many advantages. The height it Jimm 
reached being measured directly, a con- 
trol of barometric measurements is ob- 
tained. Its ascension can be slackened 
at will so as to be sure that the instru- 
ments have taken the temperature of 
their surround iniga, and it may be kepi 
any length of time at a given height so 
as to represent a real flouting observa- 
tory. But it has also its disadvantages. 
Thus the scheme of Willis Moore could 
only partially be realised, as there are 
m nny days (54 per cent, on the average) 
when the kites cannot, be flown either 
for lack of wind or on account of loo 
much wind. With all that, the kites 
were doing good work, when the Cuban 
war, which put the meteorological ser- 
vice to a hard, practical test, and the 
subsequent necessity of extending the 
meteorological net over the West Indies, 
put an end to the regular kite-explora- 
tions. 

■Most valuable dnta, especially as re- 
gards the laws of decrease of tempera- 
ture in the higher strata of air. were ob- 
tained during the 1,2.17 kite ascensions 
which had been Hindu in the meantime, 
It was also found that the kite observ- 
ations would often warn the meteorolo- 
gist about the coming changes of weath- 
er; a 'hot wave' was actually caught 
while it was coming. As to the clouds, 
their coming down at nights and their 
floating higher in daytime were register- 
ed with perfect accuracy by the instru- 
ments attached to the kites. Most In- 
teresting observations relative to the 
circulation of air in areas of low iiiui 
high pressure were also made in this 
way. 

AVhilo the United States made thus n 
speciality of kites, iPrance took chiefly 
to unmanned balloons, or bullous sondes. 
The very first experiments proved to ho 
most encouraging, when an unmanned 
balloon launched from Paris by Heirm- 
ite rose to a height of -Ifi.OOO feet its 
.self-recording Instruments working per- 



fectly to an altitude of 3G,000 feet, while 
Vssnian's unmanned balloon, launched 
from Berlin, crossed over in ten hours 
to the Servian frontier, and brought full 
records of its journey. It rose to about 
4t! 500 feet, where the barometric press- 
ure was only 3 3-10 inches— thus show- 
ing that eight-ninths of the whole at- 
mospheric air lay below the balloon In 
both cases the temperature at the 30,000 
foot level was found to be much lower 
than it was expected; namely, as low as 
GO degrees below the Fahrenheit zero 
(—51 degrees and— 32 degrees Celsius re- 
spectively). Eight balloons out of ten 
came down to the earth in perfect or- 
der. Consequently, beginning in the 
siiring of lS'JS, Teisserenc de Port, at 
Xxanpes, near Pans bus regularlj 
launched his bullous sondes, several each 
month, so that he could report in 1000, 
and tabulate the results of no fewer 
than 240 ascensions. A sor. ol nenxlj 
permanent floating observatory was th a 
established. One-half of the balloons 
reached the 27,000-foot level, one quarter 
rose to 39,000 feet, and several went 
beyond the altitude of -12,000 feet (eight 
miles). Very few were lost. An inscrip- 
tion in different languages asking those 
who find the balloon to take cure ot it 
and to warn the nearest observatop, 
promising a reward of a few pounds foi 
that trouble, is quite sufficient— even in 
llussia— to secure the safety of the mes- 
senger which decends from the skies. 
An excess of zeal is all that is to be 
fei.red-the good people who took care 
of one of the early balloons ol \ mil 
going even through the trouble of we 
polishing a smoked cylinder upon which 
the records of the meteorgraph wen; 
scratched by a needle, thus wiping oil 
both 'the dirt' and the records. 

At the same time the system of explor- 
ation of the atmosphere by means ot 
manned balloons was worked out. espec- 
ially in Germany, and partly also m llus- 
sia, where one of the members ol t ie

thin rarefied air are even much cooler 
than that, and rapidly merge into the 
frozen depths of . the interplanetary 
space. 

Another extremely interesting fact is 
this. Everyone knows the spell of cold 
weather which we experience in Europe 
and 'Northern Asia about the middle or 
in the first half of May— the so-called 
Saints de glace of the French peasants. 
This 'cold wave' has long since been a 
puzzle for meteorologists. It is so wide- 
ly spread that some cosmic cause — not 
telluric— was suspected; but then, the 
retardation with which the cold readies 
Siberia, whereto it comes about the 20th 
or 22nd of May, was an argument 
against the cosmic origin of the cold 
wave. If it were due to the earth en- 
tering an especially cold portion of the 
solar system, no such retardation would 
take place. Consequently an internation- 
al balloon ascent was organized on the 
13th day of May, 1S97, balloons starling 
on that day from Strasburg, Berlin and 
•St. Petersburg. These ascents proved 
that the cold wave surely is not due to 
some small local disturbance, such as 
icebergs ami the like. It is caused by 
a mass of air, 30,000 feet thick, and cov- 
ering all Europe, which is brought into 
a rotatory motion, so that cold air from 
the north is brought down upon West- 
ern Europe, while warm air is poured 
upon Eastern Europe from the south- 
west. What is the cause of that regu- 
larly recurring rotation of the atmos- 
phere we do not know yet, but the 
amount of energy it represents is im- 
mense, and its cause must lie conse- 
quently more general than mere local 
(list urbanres. 

Altogether when one rises in a balloon 
far above the petty asperities of the 
earth's surface, one finds also a much

The results obtained from nil these 
explorations of the last twelve years, 
are already full of importance. Every- 
one knows that the temperature of the 
air decreases as we rise higher and 
higher in the atmosphere, and that the 
summits of our high mountains lie amidst 
layers of air so cool that the snow does 
not disappear from them. There may he 
occasionally a local inversion of temper- 
atures— that is, in certain localities, un- 
der cert mi co it'itiims, esp; i i illy unJii 
the temperature may in- 
l certain height ; but as a 
ses as we rise above the 
or from three to rive Fah- 
s for each thousand feet, 
even ill summer we lind 
•ope the temperature of 
at a height of from 0,000 to 10.- 
nd n still greater cold prevails 
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at still greater heights. 

However, it was never expected by 
meteorologists that the upper layers of 
the atmosphere would be so cold as they 
are in reality. It appears now that all 
the observations of (Jlnisher, upon which 
our knowledge of the upper layers was 
chiefly b.ood, gave too high temperatures. 
Not only because a thermometer, unless 
il is very sensitive and the air round it 
well ventilated, takes some time before 
it shows the real t niprrature of the layer 
of air which the balloon i.< piercing, but 
especially because of the solar radiation, 
win: h In the higu hirers »! i rar: '"led 
atmosphere and in the full sunshine 
which reigns above the clouds, is very 
si long, and overheats the instruments. 
This was one of the first difficulties 
which the meteorologists had to over- 
come before such perfected instruments 
as Assninnn's psychronieter and the in- 
struments of Violle and Tiiesserene tie 
Bort's were introduced. Thus it appears 
now thai the average tempera i u re at an 
altitude of 20,000 feet is 13 degrees be- 
low the Fahrenheit zero (as against 
ttlllisher's ". degrees to 32 degrees I'ah- 
renheiti, and thnt at (he altitude of 
25,001) feet the air is full :!."> degrees be- 
low the Fahrenheit zero, instead of the 
•I degrees below to 1(1 degrees above 
Fahrenheit which Glaisber gave for that 
altitude. Such low temperatures prevail 
il 1 1 1 us t be remarked all the year round. 

Another important fact was revealed 
by these explorations. It was generally 
believed that the 'decrease of tempera- 
lure become; slower and slower ill the 
higher portions of the lltuiosphere. It 
appears, however, that lit great altitudes 
it is the reverse which prevails. The 
ratio of decrease, which in the lower 
strata, grows higher and higher, Teach- 
ing nearly twice as much at the highest 
levels. This upsets many a current 
theory. 

It would be impossible to analyse here 
the extremely interesting deductions 
Which Cleveland -Abbe makes from the 
explorations of Teisscreace de Bort, or 
those which Bezold draws from the Ger- 
man balloon explorations; still less 
would it bo possible to mention the muss 
of information contained in the luxuri- 
ously edited Wissensehnftliehe Luftfur- 
t i'ii. Two points, however, deserve a 
special mention. One is the quite un- 
expected discovery that the difference 
between summer and winter is felt even 
at such great altitudes as 30,000 feet. 
Of course, the seasons are not so well 
pronounced there as they are with us; 
but even nt this great height they are 
fully noticeable — the average tempera- 
tun" of the 30,000-foot layer in March 
being about 05 'degrees below- the Fah- 
renheit zero, while that of August (the 
warmest month) is only -14 degrees bis- 
low.

Every elm pit 
able institution finds a patron in th 
king, who with his queen, the beautiful 
Marie Amelia, daughter of the late 
Count of Paris, does all he can to allev- 
iate distress, which is rife throughout 
so poor a country as Portugal; 

Small wonder, then, that when tin 
king goes ,nmong bis people, as he 
does every day. with little state, his 
greeting is as hearty as is consistent 
with respect. Betwmm king and peo- 
ple a complete understanding prevails 
they know him for an easy-going, good- 
hearted monarch, and he knows them 
for well-satisfied citizens, who give little 
heed to republicans on the one band or 
Miguclists on the other, who are incip 
able or harboring the violent elements 
that exist and even thrive in other Latin 
countries. There are differences of opin- 
ion in Portugal just as in other states, 
there is jobbery and some discontent, 
taxes arc heavy, debts are many, 
and resources are few, but. outside the 
ranks of statesmen few pcoph 
take an active interest in political meas- 
ures, and when they do their interest 
takes thcoretieinl rather than practical 
form. The great mi 
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of Portugal 
pinlly without the vices th 
ehy. King Carlos is sil 
among them; few, if an 
continental sovereigns can go so secur 
ly n mong t heir subjects. 

Socially, I lion. King Carlos is a gre 
success: politically, or at least 
politics he is hardly a .force t 
honed with. In sympathies he 
ly Liberal, inclined to give hi.- 
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all possible liberty of thought and action 
and quick to re-omul to the invitation 
to identify himself with measures that 
mnke for freedom. Witness his action 
when the anti-Jesuit movement broke 
out in Oporto, and threatened for the 
moment to spread all over the country. 
He disregarded the forces that were at 
work in his own palace, took the step 
that Hintze Ribeiro's ministery would 
have avoided and showed in a few decis- 
ive actions the power that underlies his 
easy disposition. Unfortunately, or for- 
tunately, according to the belief of the 
individual, he stopped there, his natural 
tendency to leave t hi lies alone prevail- 
ing over his sudden enthusiasm. "When 
he ceased to give the anti-Jesuit action 
its momentum, the movement dwindled 
down to what it had been in the .begin- 
ning, a party devolonnrent born In Oporto 
the stronghold of Portugese Liberalism. 
Again, when the British iirotestants in 
Portugal apnealed to him through a Lon- 
don denutntion at the lime of the queen's 
funeral, to permit them to make converts 
in Lisbon, and elsewhere, he responded 
readily to their appeal; hut nothing lias 
been done. 

.So far as can be seen he prefers to 
stand outside politics, to maintain 
strictly the role- of constitutional mon- 
arch, leaving to their own departments 
the legislative, executive and judicial 
functions, and making the most sparing 
use of the "moderating" authority with 
■which he is endowed by the Portugese 
constitutional charter. In foreign poli- 
tics he is equally reluctant to show a 
hand. Portugese foreign affairs 'are very 
limited in their area. Argoln and Fast 
Africa are of the first Importance, the 
former as the centre of Portugal's rub- 
ber and cotton trade, the second as a 
possession whose political value may be 
found greatly in excess of its commer- 
cial possibilities. The islands scattered 
••hout the great ocean and Hying the 
Portugese Hag are also desired by coun- 
tries whose needs for coaling stations 




ire in excess of those of Portugal. Th" 
Azores, Maderia, Cape Verde in the At- 
lantic and (Joa in the Indian Ocean are 
pearls of great price when set against 
the hundred and sixty odd millioms t tint 
constitute Portugal's external debt. K'ng 
Carlos is too shrewd a mini to fail in un- 
derstanding of his country's political 
worth, or in knowledge that Great Brit- 
ain is the best market in the world for 
the disposal of valuable assets. lie is 
the mainstay in' the Anglo-Portugese 
understanding, ami would appear in this 
instance to have abandoned the laissez- 
faire attitude that serves for all mat- 
ters of less moment. 

Portugal is passing through a critical 
period. She has a great national debt, 
an undeveloped country and uneducated 
people; she is raising too much wine and 
not enough corn; her ministers an? nt 
their wits' end to deal with the situa- 
tion. In these questions the king does 
not interfere; he does not show Hoy mi^u 
that can reach tile outside observer that 
he takes special cognizance of them. Ten 
years of depression may have hardened 
him; or the claims of the outdoor life 
that suits him so well may have left no 
room for other considerations. Be this 
as it may, the fact remains that lie 
appears to disregard the problems that 
beset his ministers, and yet he maintains 
his popularity. 

His attitude is to be regretted, in view 
of the opportunities that, lie before him 
of bringing the Portugese policy, so far 
as it concerns internal industry, more 
into line with, the urgent needs of tnc 
country, lie is reputed to have the 
power, if he had the will, to bring about 
by constitutional menus, measures thai 
would attract to Portugal the financial 
support required by the country for the 
establishment of its credit upon a sound 
basis and the development of its rich 
agricultural possibilities throughout all 
Portugal under modern conditions and 
methods that would unable the country 
to compete with the rest of the world.
